The United States and its chief allies 
o n the U.N. Security Co uncil are 
disputing whether to back a reso lutio n 
calling fo r an immediate arms em-, 
bargo against So uth Africa o r o ne 
threatening a ban if the white So uth 
African go v ernment do esn’t so ften its 
racial po licies by a certain date. 


U.S. Ambassado r Andrew Yo ung is 
repo rted urging jo int Western suppo rt 
o f the demand by black African 
natio ns fo r an immediate embargo . 
But Britain and France, which with the 
United States, the So v iet Unio n and 
China hav e a v eto in the co uncil, are 
repo rted ho lding o ut fo r a warning 
reso lutio n. 


The black states submitted two 
pro po sed reso lutio ns against So uth 
Africa after its go v ernment last week 
o utlawed mo st impo rtant 
black 
o rganizatio ns and arrested so me SO 
leading black o ppo nents o f its apar­ 
theid racial po licy .

The bo at has a safety sy stem 
designed to place it in slo w speed and 
make it go in circles when radio 
co ntact is bro ken, but the sy stem 
apparently didn’t wo rk, the Nav y said.

WASHINGTON (AP) - The Senate, 
which has y et to take a fo rmal stand o n 
President Carter’s pro po sed energy 
tax es, is being urged to rev iv e his plan 
fo r tax ing facto ries using large 
amo unts o f o il and natural gas. 


As the Senate mo v ed to ward a v o te 
to day o n the industrial tax , o ppo nents 
o f the $4 0 billio n, eight-y ear package o f 
energy tax breaks reco mmended by 
the Senate Finance Co mmittee so ught 
to deny new go v ernment aid to the o il 
and gas industry . 


Sen. Henry M. J ackso n, chairman o f 
the Senate Energy Co mmittee, said 
the co mmittee’s bill is a blank check 
fo r the o il co mpanies, “ drawn o n the 
acco unt o f the American co nsumer.” 


But Sen. Russell B. Lo ng, finance 
co mmittee chairman, said that if 
J ackso n and his backers are able to 
pro hibit aid fo r increased energy 
pro ductio n, no energy bill co uld win 
co ngressio nal appro v al this y ear. 


J ackso n and Lo ng squared o ff as the 
Senate plo dded thro ugh a seco nd day 
o f debate o n the finance co mmittee 
bill, which rejects Carter’s tax ap­ 
pro ach to so lv ing the energy pro blem 
in fav o r o f co nserv atio n and pro duc­ 
tio n tax incentiv es fo r business and 
industry . 
Meanwhile, Ho use members who 
suppo rt Carter’s plan emerged fro m a 
White Ho use meeting say ing the 
President o ppo ses div erting tax 
rev enues to the o il industry . 
They also said they feel Carter gav e 
his co mmitment to v eto any bill 
raising natural gas prices abo v e $1.7 5 
per 1,000 cubic feet. 
“ The $1.7 5 figure is as far as we 
sho uld go ,” Rep. Andrew Maguire, D- 
N.J ., quo ted Carter as say ing. 
The Senate has v o ted to remo v e 
price co ntro ls fro m mo st gas, which 
wo uld allo w the current av erage price 
o f abo ut $1.4 5 to climb to whatev er 
lev el the market wo uld bear. The $1.7 5 
price lid was v o ted by the Ho use; a 
Senate-Ho use co nference co mmittee 
will wo rk o ut a co mpro mise figure. 
The six co ngressmen who met with 
Carter deliv ered a letter fro m 67

Disp ute Over Racial Quotas 
Threatens To Delay J o bs 


WASHINGTON (AP) — A dispute 
o v er racial quo tas threatens to delay 
$4 billio n in federally -funded jo bs and 
co uld hav e an impo rtant impact o n 
black businessmen try ing to break into 
the co nstructio n industry . 


The dispute, no w mo v ing thro ugh the 
co urts, also affects millio ns o f do llars 
o f public wo rks pro jects in sev eral 
states and cities which hav e rules to 
assure that a share o f the wo rk go es to 
businesses o wned by blacks and o ther 
racial mino rities. 
“ This is hard to ex plain but it’s o f 
interest to ev ery wo rking man," said a 
J ustice Department o fficial familiar 
with the issues. 
The argument inv o lv es a $4 billio n 
public wo rks pro gram appro v ed by 
Co ngress last spring. 
Co ngress earmarked 10 per cent o f 
the federal mo ney fo r businesses 
o wned by racial mino rities. This was 
designed to co mpensate fo r the past 
discriminatio n which kept blacks and 
o ther mino rities o ut o f the co nstructio n 
industry . 
The J ustice Department, which no w 
is defending the co nstitutio nality o f the 
pro gram, 
calls the 
10 
per 
cent 
requirement a pro per go al. Depart­ 
ment o fficials no te that the 10 per cent 
rule can be waiv ed if no qualified 
mino rity firms are interested in a 
particular pro ject. 
But the requirement angered the 
Asso ciated General Co ntracto rs, a 
natio nal trade asso ciatio n which 
represents abo ut 8,000 general co n­ 
tracto rs acro ss the co untry . 
The asso ciatio n’s 4 00-member bo ard 
last mo nth v o ted unanimo usly to 
challenge the restrictio n as an un­ 
co nstitutio nal quo ta. 
Asso ciatio n chapters in Califo rnia, 
Pennsy lv ania, Indiana and Mo ntana 
hav e bro ught suits in federal co urts in 
tho se states. J o hn Ellis, assistant 
ex ecutiv e directo r o f the o rganizatio n, 
say s suits are planned in at least fiv e 
o ther states. 
Bo th sides agree that the case is 
likely to wind up in the Supreme Co urt. 
And that wo uld mean it co uld take 
sev eral 
mo nths 
befo re 
a 
final 
judgment o n the pro gram’s 
co n­ 
stitutio nality . 
Meanwhile, the go v ernment is likely 
to be blo cked fro m awarding the 
co nstructio n mo ney , at least in so me 
parts o f the co untry . 


Co ngress had intended the pro gram 
as 
swift 
medicine 
fo r

eco no mically -depressed co nstructio n 
industry . The Co mmerce Department, 
which is in charge o f passing o ut the 
mo ney , was suppo sed to make sure all

U.N. Security Council 
Debates Arms Embargo 
Against South Africa 


UNITED NATIONS, N.Y. (AP) - 
The United States and its chief allies 
ai the U.N. Security Council are 
disputing whether to back a resolution 
calling for an immediate arms em-, 
bargo against South Africa or one 
threatening a ban if the white South 
African government doesn’t soften its 
racial policies by a certain date. 
U.S. Ambassador Andrew Young is 
reported urging joint Western support 
of the demand by black African 
nations for an immediate embargo. 
But Britain and France, which with the 
United States, the Soviet Union and 
Olina have a veto in the council, are 
reported holding out for a warning 
resolution. 
The black states submitted two 
proposed resolutions against South 
Africa after its government last week 
outlawed most important black 
organizations and arrested some 50 
leading black opponents of its apar­ 
theid racial policy.

Navy Target Boat 
Goes Astray 


NORFOLK, Va. (AP) — A Navy 
target boat, apparently weary about 
its role, went astray for four hours. 
The crewless, radio-controlled 57- 
foot target boat was being escorted by 
another Navy vessel to a target range 
off the Virginia Capes Wednesday 
when it quit responding to radio 
commands, the Navy said. 
The Navy said the target boat was 
chugging into Chesapeake Bay about 
15 knots an hour when the escort boat 
lost sight of its charge shortly after the 
noon hour because of rainy, misty 
weather. 
A fishing boat radioed the Coast 
Guard about three hours later that 
the errant boat was aground, its 
engines still running, near Reedviile in 
Chesapeake Bay, 47 miles from where 
it slipped its electronic harness. 
The boat has a safety system 
designed to place it in slow speed and 
make it go in circles when radio 
contact is broken, but the system 
apparently didn’t work, the Navy said. 


The other African resolution calls for 
a halt in new foreign investment in 
South Africa. 
Council debate on the resolutions has 
been adjourned until Friday while 
delegates negotiate and confer with 
their governments. American sources 
said they did not expect a vote before 
Monday. 
President Carter is expected to 
announce U.S. support for an arms 
embargo resolution at his news con­ 
ference this afternoon. 
The United States, Britain and 
France vetoed such a resolution in 
1975. The three major Western powers 
all say they are enforcing an arms ban 
voluntarily, but South Africa is 
reported getting arms surreptitiously 
from dealers evading government 
license requirements as well as 
weapons more openly from Israel and 
a handful of other countries. 
Richard Moose, the U.S. assistant 
secretary of state for African affairs, 
told reporters in Washington the 
Carter administration also has been 
considering such economic sanctions 
as withdrawal of guarantees for 
American commercial loans and a 
cutoff of scientific assistance. 
However, the administration is 
reported not ready to support a 
massive assault on the South African 
economy. Last year American firms 
sold $1.% billion worth of goods to 
South Africa, and U.S. companies have 
an investment of about |1.5 billion in 
the country. 
South African m ine Minister John 
Vorster said Wednesday that his 
government will not heed foreign calls 
for full political rights for the black 
majority including “one-man, one-vote 
now or in the future, whatever the 
pressure.” 
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Senate Moves Toward 
Vote On Energy Bill 


WASHINGTON (AP) — The Senate, 
which has yet to take a formal stand on 
President Carter’s proposed energy 
taxes, is being urged to revive his plan 
for taxing factories using large 
amounts of oil and natural gas. 


As the Senate moved toward a vote 
today on the industrial tax, opponents 
of the $40 billion, eight-year package of 
energy tax breaks recommended by 
the Senate Finance Committee sought 
to deny new government aid to the oil 
and gas industry. 
Sen. Henry M. Jackson, chairman of 
the Senate Energy Committee, said 
the committee’s bill is a blank check 
for the oil companies, ‘‘drawn on the 
account of the American consumer.” 
But Sen. Russell B. Long, finance 
committee chairman, said that if 
Jackson and his backers are able to 
prohibit aid for increased energy 
production, no energy bill could win 
congressional approval this year. 


Jackson and Long squared off as the 
Senate plodded through a second day 
of debate on the finance committee 
bill, which rejects Carter’s tax ap­ 
proach to solving the energy problem 
in favor of conservation and produc­ 
tion tax incentives for business and 
industry. 
Meanwhile, House members who 
support Carter’s plan emerged from a 
White House meeting saying the 
President opposes diverting tax 
revalues to the oil industry. 
They also said they feel Carter gave 
his commitment to veto any bill 
raising natural gas prices above $1.75 
per 1,000 cubic feet. 
“The $1.75 figure is as far as we 
should go,” Rep. Andrew Maguire, D- 
N.J., quoted Carter as saying. 
The Senate has voted to remove 
price controls from most gas, which 
would allow the current average price 
of about $1.45 to climb to whatever 
level the market would bear. The $1.75 
price lid was voted by the House; a 
Senate-House conference committee 
will work out a compromise figure. 
The six congressmen who met with 
Carter delivered a letter from 67

Sen. Howard Metzenoaum, D-Ohio, 
set the stage for the first Senate test on 


the energy tax bill by offering the 
amendment reviving a scaled-down 
version of Carter’s proposed tax on the 
industrial use of oil and gas. 
Metzenbaum said his plan would 
save 80 per cent of the estimated 1.5 
million barrels of oil per day that 
Carter’s own industrial tax would save 
by 1985. Current U.S. usage is about 18 


million barrels a day. 
But, the Ohio Democrat said, his 
plan would be more equitable because 
his tax would hit only plants built in the 
future and those existing facilities that 
can convert to coal. 
Long, whose committee had rejected 
Carter’s industrial tax on a 14-4 vote, 
opposes the Metzenbaum plan as well. 
Dispute Over Racial Quotas 
Threatens To Delay Jobs 


WASHINGTON (AP) — A dispute 
over racial quotas threatens to delay 
$4 billion in federally-funded jobs and 
could have an important impact on 
black businessmen trying to break into 
the construction industry. 
The dispute, now moving through the 
courts, also affects millions of dollars 
of public works projects in several 
states and cities which have rules to 
assure that a share of the work goes to 
businesses owned by blacks and other 
racial minorities. 
“This is hard to explain but it’s of 
interest to every working man,” said a 
Justice Department official familiar 
with the issues. 
The argument involves a $4 billion 
public works program approved by 
Congress last spring. 
Congress earmarked IO per cent of 
the federal money for businesses 
owned by racial minorities. This was 
designed to compensate for the past 
discrimination which kept blacks and 
other minorities out of the construction 
industry. 
The Justice Department, which now 
is defending the constitutionality of the 
program, calls the IO per cent 
requirement a proper goal. Depart­ 
ment officials note that the IO per cent 
rule can be waived if no qualified 
minority firms are interested in a 
particular project. 
But the requirement angered the 
Associated General Contractors, a 
national trade association which 
represents about 8,000 general con­ 
tractors across the country. 
The association’s 400-member board 
last month voted unanimously to 
challenge the restriction as an un­ 
constitutional quota. 
Association chapters in California, 
Pennsylvania, Indiana and Montana 
have brought suits in federal courts in 
those states. John Ellis, assistant 
executive director of the organization, 
says suits are planned in at least five 
other states. 
Both sides agree that the case is 
likely to wind up in the Supreme Court. 
And that would mean it could take 
several months before a final 
judgment on the program’s con­ 
stitutionality. 
Meanwhile, the government is likely 
to be blocked from awarding the 
construction money, at least in some 
parts of the country. 


Congress had intended the program 
as 
swift 
medicine 
for 
the 
economically-depressed construction 
industry. The Commerce Department, 
which is in charge of passing out the 
money, was supposed to make sure all 
of the contracts were awarded and 


construction had started by the end of 
December. 
“Our contention is that this is an 
illegal requirement,” Ellis said. “Ifs 
much more than affirmative action. 
This is essentially a racial quota, and it 
means that the nonminority segment 
of the construction industry is 
precluded from competing for IO per 
cent of the work.” 
On the other side, Justice Depart­ 
ment lawyers note that blacks and 


other racial minorities make up 17 per 
cent of the U.S. population, yet 
minority-owned construction firms 
account for barely more than I per 
cent of gross receipts in the industry. 


The law “does not require a con­ 
tractor to meet the IO per cent goal 
where it is in fact unattainable,” 
government lawyers have said. “It 
merely requires that he make a good 
faith effort.” 
Pneumonia Vaccine 
May Be Available 
By End Of Year 


SAN FRANCISCO (AP) - A 
pneumonia vaccine may be available 
by the end of the year that would, for 
the first time, catch America’s fifth 
biggest killer before the infection sets 
in, researchers said. 


If the vaccine is approved by the 
federal 
Food 
and 
Drug 
Administration, it will be given 
nationally to three groups of people 
highly susceptible to pneumonia: the 
elderly, children with missing or 
defective spleens, and the estimated 
50,000 persons — mostly blacks — who 
suffer from sickle cell anemia, the 
researchers said. 


The results of a two-year study of 77 
San Francisco Bay area black children 
with sickle cell who had been im­ 
munized by an experimental vaccine 
were announced at a news conference 
Wednesday by a team of researchers 
from the University of California at 
San Francisco. 


“We have not seen adverse effects 
other than some local pain and fever,” 
said Dr. Arthur Ammann, a UCSF 
director of pediatric immunology. “We 
feel it is a very safe vaccine.” 


Ammann suggested the vaccine 
eventually could join the arsenal of 
traditional immunizations, like polio, 
given all children. 
Joining Ammann at the conference 
were Dr. William Mentzer and Dr. 
Joseph Addiego, both of UCSF. Results 
of their study were published today in 
The New England Journal of Medicine. 
The vaccine is an “effective 
preventive treatment for one of the 
most important causes of death for 
children with sickle cell,” Mentzer 
said. “We believe that cause of death 


can virtually be eliminated by prior 
immunization.” 
Despite antibiotics, pneumonia kills 
an estimated 25,000 Americans an­ 
nually, doctors said. For some per­ 
sons, the infection spreads through the 
body too quickly for drugs to be ef­ 
fective. 
Heart disease is the most frequent 
cause of death in the United States, 
followed by cancer, accidents and 
cerebral vascular disorders. 
Tile UCSF study found for the 77 
children tested, the vaccine was IOO 
per cent effective in guarding against 
the “pneumococcus” bacteria, which 
causes pneumonia and other diseases. 
Doctors said they also found the 
vaccine effective in 19 children whose 
spleens were missing or defective and 
were easy targets for the infection. 
A similar vaccine was found ef­ 
fective for older adults in a series of 
tests just completed by Dr. Robert 
Austrian at the University of Penn­ 
sylvania, Ammann said. 
The vaccine awaiting FDA sanction 
is a refinement of one introduced in the 
1940s and was produced by Merck, 
Sharpe and Dohme, he said. It acts 
against 14 different types of the 
pneumococcal organism which ac­ 
count for some 90-95 per cent of the 
infections, he said. 
Ammann said he expected the 
FDA’s approval by December and 
thereafter the vaccine would be 
available for the three groups of 
patients. 
Ammann said testing of the vaccine 
for normal children is continuing. He 
predicted that within three to four 
years it might be available to all 
children between the ages of nine 
months and four years as a preventive 
measure.

WASHINGTON (AP) - The U.S. 
balance-of-trade picture improv ed in 
September when the United States sold 
more goods abroad than in any month 
in history , the Commerce Department 
said today . 
Howev er, the U.S. trade balance still 
showed a deficit for the month. But the 
deficit of $1.7 billion was a sharp drop 
from the $2.7 billion deficit for August 
and the smallest since a $1.2 billion 
deficit in May . 


For the y ear, the United States has 
bought $19 .2 billion more in foreign 
goods than it has sold abroad. The 
deficit could reach a record $30 billion 
for the y ear, administration officials 
hav e said. 
The record ex ports for September 
totalled $10.9 billion, surpassing the 
$10.4 billion recorded in December 
19 76 , the prev ious high. Most of the 
increase was in m achinery and 
transport equipment, such as autos, 
manufactured goods, chemicals and 
food and liv e animals. 


While ex ports rose 14.2 per cent, 
imports increased by about 3.3 per 
cent, mainly because of more imports 
of petroleum products. 
The Carter administration has said 
almost all of the trade imbalance this 
y ear is caused by U.S. imports of oil 
from the Middle East. On his current 
Middle East trip, Treasury Secretary 
W. Michael Blumenthal has been 
try ing to persuade oil ex porters to 
keep prices down, say ing it is in their 
best interests. 
Out of $12.6 billion in imports, 
petroleum accounted for $3.7 billion, 
an increase from $3.3 billion in August. 


A growing trade deficit can often 
take away jobs from Am erican 
workers and hav e a slackening effect 
on the economy . But U.S. officials say 
other countries hav e been unable to 
afford American products as the U.S.

WASHINGTON 
(A P) - House 
Republican Leader J ohn Rhodes, who 
supported the Equal Rights Amend­ 
ment when it was before Congress, 
opposes an ex tension of the sev en-y ear 
ratification deadline. 
The legislatures of 35 states hav e 
approv ed the amendment, which will 
die March 22, 19 79 , unless Congress 
ex tends the deadline another sev en 
y ears. 


Two-thirds of the states must ap­ 
prov e the proposal for it to become 
law. Rhodes' home state, Arizona, has 
not ratified it. 


“ I v oted to bring the ERA out and 
submit it to the nation because it was 
an important question,” Rhodes said 
in an interv iew Wednesday . “ It seems 
to me that the question will hav e been 
decided by the time the sev en y ears is 
up and it will not be wise to ex tend it.” 


Congresswomen pushing for the 
ex tension argue that the issue of equal 
rights for women is a much liv elier one 
now than when Congress first acted on 
it and that the states should hav e more 
time to decide. 


Rhodes said the focus should be on 
state and federal laws to “ do whatev er 
is necessary to prov ide equal rights.”

The record exports for September 
totalled $10.9 billion, surpassing the 
$10.4 billion recorded in December 
1976, the previous high. Most of the 
increase was in machinery and 
transport equipment, such as autos, 
manufactured goods, chemicals and 
food and live animals. 


While exports rose 14.2 per cent, 
imports increased by about 3.3 per 
cent, mainly because of more imports 
of petroleum products. 
The Carter administration has said 
almost all of the trade imbalance this 
year is caused by U.S. imports (rf oil 
from the Middle East. On his current 
Middle East trip, Treasury Secretary 
W. Michael Blumenthal has been 
trying to persuade oil exporters to 
keep prices down, saying it is in their 
best interests. 
Out of $12.6 billion in imports, 
petroleum accounted for $3.7 billion, 
an increase from $3.3 billion in August. 


A growing trade deficit can often 
take away jobs from American 
workers and have a slackening effect 
on the economy. But U.S. officials say 
other countries have been unable to 
afford American products as the U.S. 
economy has improved more rapidly 
than the economy of purchasing 
countries. 
Among exports, all categories in­ 
creased in September, except aircraft, 
soybeans, grain sorghum and a few 
miscellaneous commodities. 
In other economic news, Federal 
Reserve Chairman Arthur F. Bums, 
criticizing the Carter administration’s 
economic policies, has said the country 
needs less spending and more in­ 
vestment. 


House Leader 
Opposes ERA 
Extension 


WASHINGTON (AP) - House 
Republican Leader John Rhodes, who 
supported the Equal Rights Amend­ 
ment when it was before Congress, 
opposes an extension of the seven-year 
ratification deadline. 
The legislatures of 35 states have 
approved the amendment, which will 
die March 22, 1979, unless Congress 
extends the deadline another seven 
years. 


Two-thirds of the states must ap­ 
prove the proposal for it to become 
law. Rhodes’ home state, Arizona, has 
not ratified it. 


“I voted to bring the ERA out and 
submit it to the nation because it was 
an important question,” Rhodes said 
in an interview Wednesday. “It seems 
to me that the question will have been 
decided by the time the seven years is 
up and it will not be wise to extend it.” 


Congresswomen pushing for the 
extension argue that the issue of equal 
rights for women is a much livelier one 
now than when Congress first acted on 
it and that the states should have more 
time to decide. 


Rhodes said the focus should be on 
state and federal laws to “do whatever 
is necessary to provide equal rights.” 
Twenty House members, including 
Majority Leader Jim Wright of Texas; 
Majority Whip John Brademas of 
Indiana; Rep. Peter Rodino, D-N.J., 
the judiciary committee chairman; 
and the ranking GOP member (rf the 
ways and means committee, Barber 
Conable of New York, are co­ 
sponsoring the proposal to extend the 
ERA deadlite.

Porno Bill 
Would Penalize 
Parents 


WASHINGTON (A P) - The Houm- 
passed bill aimed at the child por­ 
nography trade would penalize parents 
who knowingly allow their children to 
be used by others for pornography or 
prostitution as well as penalize those 
who used them. 


The bill, approved Tuesday by a 420- 
0 vote, would prohibit the interstate 
transportation of boys with the intent 
of having them engage in prostitution. 
The transportation of girls is already 
illegal under the Mann Act. 


The prohibition against using 
children in acts of "sexually explicit 
conduct for the purposes of the 
promotion of printed or filmed matter 
depicting such ... conduct” would 
apply to those under the age of 16. 


Maximum penalties for offenses 
would be 10 years in prison and a 
$10,000 fine. 


The 
Senate 
also 
has 
passed 
legislation aimed at child por­ 
nography. Differences between the 
House and Senate bills will be worked 
out by a joint conference committee. 


Those who transport or sell the 
m aterial produced would not be 
covered by the proposed sanctions. 
A separate measure penalizing 
distributors and sellers of por­ 
nography in which children are used, 
as well as those involved in the 
production, was passed by the House 
Sept. 29 on a 375-to-12 vote.

scene materials and not to the use and 
abuse of children in their production.

Porno Bill 
Would Penalize 
Parents 
WASHINGTON (AP) — The House- 
passed bill aimed at the child por­ 
nography trade would penalize parents 
who knowingly allow their children to 
be used by others for pornography or 
prostitution as well as penalize those 
who used them. 
The bill, approved Tuesday by a 420- 
0 vote, would prohibit the interstate 
transportation of boys with the intent 
of having them engage in prostitution. 
The transportation of girls is already 
illegal under the Mann Act. 
The prohibition against using 
children in acts of “sexually explicit 
conduct for the purposes of the 
promotion of printed or filmed matter 
depicting such ... conduct” would 
apply to those under the age of 16. 
Maximum penalties for offenses 
would be IO years in prison and a 
$10,000 fine. 
The Senate also has passed 
legislation aimed at child por­ 
nography. Differences between the 
House and Senate bills will be worked 
out by a joint conference committee. 
Those who transport or sell the 
material produced would not be 
covered by the proposed sanctions. 
A separate measure penalizing 
distributors and sellers of por­ 
nography in which children are used, 
as well as those involved in the 
production, was passed by the House 
Sept. 29 on a 375-to-12 vote. 
Existing anti-pornography laws 
apply mostly 
to 
the 
mailing, 
distribution and importation of ob­ 
scene materials and not to the use and 
abuse of children in their production.

NEW YORK (KFS) - “The 
American male is stu pid ly su e* 
cu mbing to the id ea that there can be 
equ ality in marriage, or in any other 
relationship with a woman,” a read er 
has written. 
"In so d oing, he is d estroy ing 
himself. Not only himself, bu t his 
woman.” 
The man who sent this letter claims 
to be 38, and u nmarried • for reasons 
which are obv iou s: 
“I d o not believ e in equ ality for 
women, becau se women neither u n­ 
d erstand nor accept su ch a d iv ision. 
Women mu st either d ominate or be 
d ominated . The id ea of total sharing is 
complete my th. 
“ I am not ad v ocating 
male 
bru tishness when I say that a man 
shou ld d ominate a woman. This 
relationship seems so instinctiv ely 
right that I’m su re natu re intend ed it 
thu s. 
Otherwise, why d o so many women 
become hard and cy nical and 
fru strated when they are ‘on top’? 
“In this boring battle of the sex es 
(an old bu t still appropriate term), it is 
the male who hold s the su preme ace - if 
he only realized it and cou ld act on it,” 
the letter goes on. 
“By her v ery natu re, a woman mu st 
hav e lov e and tend erness. She mu st 
hav e the secu rity of feeling need ed and 
wanted and respected : otherwise, her 
whole ex istence is empty and 
meaningless, no matter how many 
acad emic d egrees or material su b­ 
stitu tes she may acqu ire. 
“A man, on the other hand , can find 
phy sical satisfaction in an ex tra­ 
marital relationship, and emotional 
fu lfillment in his work . This is an 
enormou s ad v antage. It means that 
any time he wants to red u ce a 
woman’s life to something su perficial 
and all bu t hollow, he has only to treat 
her with continu ou s cold ness and 
contempt. 
“She wou ld then become v ind ictiv e, 
at first. Bu t since v ind ictiv eness wou ld 
only ju stify the original d isd ain, she 
mu st finally , inev itably , become warm 
and lov ing and feminine - of necessity - 
if she is to win back the man’s lov e and 
respect. 
‘u t is only when a woman is forcibly 
remind ed to be warm, lov ing and 
feminine that she is worthy of a man’s 
lov e and respect. Bu t the majority of 
American women are d ominating, 
greed y , grasping, calcu lating, ab­ 
su rd ly ambitiou s, acad emically in­ 
telligent, fru strated and attractiv e - a 
horrible combination.” 
The letter was u nsigned . To prev ent 
ly nching. 
Ah, it’s su ch an old -fashioned at­ 
titu d e. And ex pressed with su ch bit­ 
terness. Slightly rev olu tionary as well: 
what if men shou ld tak e the u nk nown 
writer’s su ggestion and withhold af­ 
fection from equ ality -seek ing women? 
That wou ld be a sex u ally calcu lating 
maneu v er - the k ind of maneu v er once 
associated with females. 
As psy chiatrist Ed rita Fried said 
(qu oted in this space a few d ay s ago), 
‘The old my stiqu e of the child bearing, 
sex u ally calcu lating female creates 
fear in the 
male. 
The 
‘u nisex 
mov ement’ - the trend toward male 


and female lik enesses in appearance, 
attire, social roles and life sty les • 
break s d own the male fear.” 
So if the roles are rev ersed , and men 
withhold their lov e, will women begin 
fearing their hu sband s? 
It's something to think abou t. Not 
mu ch, bu t something. 
Whether 
sex u al 
equ ality 
is 
responsibile or not, the proportion of 
the popu lation choosing a non-family 
life increases. By the mid -19 9 0s, 
Colu mbia Univ ersity sociologist 
Amitsi Etzioni has estimated , there 
cou ld be “few families left” in 
America. “Why are far fewer ob­ 
serv ers ex pressing alarm ov er the 
ex hau stion of the family than ov er the 
d epletion of ou r oil reserv es? he ask s. 
One reason, he feels, is that alter­ 
nativ es to the trad itional American 
nu clear family - su ch as commu nes, 


“ex tend ed families," rotating part­ 
ners or "open marriages” - are 
preferable. 
“The 
common 
d enominator of all these family su b­ 
stitu tes is that they d o not last, are 
highly u nstable, constitu te rev olv ing- 
d oor u nions, rather than a family .” 
Etzioni attribu tes the d ecline to two 
major 
U.S. 
trend s: 
women’s 
liberation, and the id ea that wiv es are 
less d epend ent on their hu sband s; and 
the increased concern with personal 
satisfaction. 
Warning that this attitu d e will resu lt 
in 
“more neu roses - not more 
fu lfillment” ad v ersely affecting the 
nex t generation of child ren Etzioni 
ad v ises: “If people can come to realize 
that the pu rsu it of the ‘happily ev er 
after’ is qu ix otic, the more willingly 
they will learn to accept imperfect, as 
d istinct from rotten, marriages.”

NEW YORK (AP) - Some of the 
nation’3 med iu m-size companies, 
alread y ex periencing d ifficu lties in 
raising capital, are d istressed ov er the 
possibility that capital gains might be 
tax ed as ord inary income. 
If it happens, they say , their ability 
to grow and innov ate and create jobs 
will be seriou sly cu rtailed . And they 
wish to remind y ou , these are three of 
their most v alu ed contribu tions to 
economic society . 
The Treasu ry Department alread y 
has cou pled its recommend ations for a 
ted u ction in the d ou ble tax ation of 
d iv id end s with one that in effect wou ld 
raise the rate on capital gains, su ch as 
from long-term stock inv estments. 
Say s the Committee of Pu blicly 
Owned Companies: The v ery largest, 
matu re, established companies clearly 
wou ld benefit from lower tax es on 
d iv id end s. Bu t we are growing con­ 
cerns; we d on’t pay big d iv id end s; we 
need capital. 
A consequ ence of the Treasu ry 
proposal, the committee su ggests, 
might be to- channel fu nd s into 
established , d iv id end -pay ing com­ 
panies that normally attract con­ 
serv ativ e inv estors, and d eny fu nd s to 
growing 
companies, 
which 
trad itionally attract ind iv id u al risk - 
tak ers. 
In a position paper ju st released , the 
committee observ es that capital is 
inv ested in small-and med iu m-size 
companies “with few ex ceptions, only 
becau se of the prospect of capital 
gains” rather than d iv id end pay ou ts. 
The committee is mad e u p of sev eral 
hu nd red “second tier” and “third tier” 
companies, so-called to d istingu ish 
them from the v ery largest 50 or 100 
corporations. Sometimes they are 
called “red chip” and “white chip.” 
Su ch companies long hav e felt they 
were all bu t totally ignored by in­ 
stitu tional inv estors, many of whom 
hav e limited their analy ses and in­ 
v estments to the d iv id end -pay ing top 
tier only . Smaller companies, they 
say , hav e been starv ed for capital, and 
instead hav e had to raise their d ebt

In the absence of a clear d efinition, 
pru d ence was largely interpreted to 
mean a restriction on inv estments to 
the least risk y , matu re, d iv id end - 
pay ing corporations. Risk -tak ing 
came to be consid ered too risk y . 
Ad d to u u s tne problem of inflation, 
which “fu rther ad d s to the risk of 
waiting for growth to resu lt in capital 
gains," the committee su ggests, and 
the issu e becomes one of su rv iv al for 
smaller, innov ativ e companies. 
“ We may assu me that hu ge, 
prosperou s established enterprises 
lik e General Electric, General Motors 
and AT&T will be able to maintain 
their corporate programs following the 
enactment of the measu res u nd er 
consid eration. 
"Also, some inv estors may receiv e 
ad d itional after-tax cu rrent income 
from their inv estments in the stock s of 
companies of this sort as a resu lt of the 
proposed red u ction of the tax bu rd en 
on d iv id end pay ments and on top- 
brack et tax pay ers. 
“Bu t,” the statement ask s, “what 
abou t the small, entrepreneu rial, 
d ev eloping companies that d o not pay 
d iv id end s or pay only minu scu le 
d iv id end s; that hav e little prospect of 
pay ing d iv id end s for many y ears? Who 
will inv est in the equ ity of these 
companies if the ... proposals become 
law?” 
The committee maintains that a 
major weak ening of the capital gains 
incentiv e took place in 1969 when the 
max imu m tax rate was increased to 35 
per cent from 25 per cent, resolu ting in 
these consequ ences: 
—The 
nu mber 
of 
ind iv id u al 
shareowners has d eclined by 6 million. 
—Ind iv id u al inv estors hav e been net 
sellers of $21 billion in equ ity secu rities 
since 1970. 
—Only 921 new issu es of common 
stock were mark eted in the fou r y ears 
that end ed Ju ne 30, 1977, compared 
with 1,792 new issu es in 1969 alone. 
The issu e, the committee maintains, 
is not ju st how we tax income, bu t 
whether we really want to channel the 
nation’s inv estment fu nd s into large, 
conserv ativ e companies at the ex ­ 
pense of smaller, growing concerns. 
And related to that are the other 
issu es of whether we want to en­ 
cou rage small inv estors, risk -tak ing, 
competition from newer companies, 
economic growth and innov ation.

The Sexist's V ie w

NEW YORK (KFS) - “The 
American male is stupidly suc­ 
cumbing to the idea that there can be 
equality in marriage, or in any other 
relationship with a woman,” a reader 
has written. 
“In so doing, he is destroying 
himself. Not only himself, but his 
woman.” 
The man who sent this letter claims 
to be 38, and unmarried - for reasons 
which are obvious: 
“I do not believe in equality for 
women, because women neither un­ 
derstand nor accept such a division. 
Women must either dominate or be 
dominated. The idea of total sharing is 
complete myth. 
“I am not advocating male 
brutishness when I say that a man 
should dominate a woman. This 
relationship seems so instinctively 
right that I’m sure nature intended it 
thus. 
Otherwise, why do so many women 
become hard and cynical and 
frustrated when they are ‘on top’? 
“In this boring battle of the sexes 
(an old but still appropriate term), it is 
the male who holds the supreme ace - if 
he only realized it and could act on it,” 
the letter goes on. 
“By her very nature, a woman must 
have love and tenderness. She must 
have the security of feeling needed and 
wanted and respected: otherwise, her 
whole existence is empty and 
meaningless, no matter how many 
academic degrees or material sub­ 
stitutes she may acquire. 
“A man, on the other hand, can find 
physical satisfaction in an extra­ 
marital relationship, and emotional 
fulfillment in his work. This is an 
enormous advantage. It means that 
any time he wants to reduce a 
woman’s life to something superficial 
and all but hollow, he has only to treat 
her with continuous coldness and 
contempt. 
“She would then become vindictive, 
at first. But since vindictiveness would 
only justify the original disdain, she 
must finally, inevitably, become warm 
and loving and feminine - of necessity - 
if she is to win back the man’s love and 
respect. 
‘It is only when a woman is forcibly 
reminded to be warm, loving and 
feminine that she is worthy of a man’s 
love and respect. But the majority of 
American women are dominating, 
greedy, grasping, calculating, ab­ 
surdly ambitious, academically in­ 
telligent, frustrated and attractive - a 
horrible combination.” 
The letter was unsigned. To prevent 
lynching. 
Ah, it's such an old-fashioned at­ 
titude. And expressed with such bit­ 
terness. Slightly revolutionary as well: 
what if men should take the unknown 
writer’s suggestion and withhold af­ 
fection from equality-seeking women? 
That would be a sexually calculating 
maneuver - the kind of maneuver once 
associated with females. 
As psychiatrist Edrita Fried said 
(quoted in this space a few days ago), 
“The old mystique of the childbearing, 
sexually calculating female creates 
fear in the 
male. 
The 
‘unisex 
movement’ - the trend toward male 


and female likenesses in appearance, 
attire, social roles and life styles • 
breaks down the male fear.” 
So if the roles are reversed, and men 
withhold their love, will women begin 
fearing their husbands? 
It’s something to think about. Not 
much, but something. 
Whether 
sexual 
equality 
is 
responsibile or not, the proportion of 
the population choosing a non-family 
life increases. By the mid-1990s, 
Columbia University sociologist 
Amitsi Etzioni has estimated, there 
could be “few families left” in 
America. “Why are far fewer ob­ 
servers expressing alarm over the 
exhaustion of the family than over the 
depletion of our oil reserves? he asks. 
One reason, he feels, is that alter­ 
natives to the traditional American 
nuclear family - such as communes, 


“extended families,” rotating part­ 
ners or “open marriages” - are 
preferable. 
“The 
common 
denominator of all these family sub­ 
stitutes is that they do not last, are 
highly unstable, constitute revolving- 
door unions, rather than a family.” 
Etzioni attributes the decline to two 
major 
U.S. 
trends: 
women's 
liberation, and the idea that wives are 
less dependent on their husbands; and 
the increased concern with personal 
satisfaction. 
Warning that this attitude will result 
in “more neuroses - not more 
fulfillment” adversely affecting the 
next generation of children Etzioni 
advises: “If people can come to realize 
that the pursuit of the ‘happily ever 
after’ is quixotic, the more willingly 
they will learn to accept imperfect, as 
distinct from rotten, marriages.”

NEW YORK (AP) - Some of the 
nation’s medium-size companies, 
already experiencing difficulties in 
raising capital, are distressed over the 
possibility that capital gains might be 
taxed as ordinary income. 
If it happens, they say, their ability 
to grow and innovate and create jobs 
will be seriously curtailed. And they 
wish to remind you, these are three of 
their most valued contributions to 
economic society. 
The Treasury Department already 
has coupled its recommendations for a 
teduction in the double taxation of 
dividends with one that in effect would 
raise the rate on capital gains, such as 
from long-term stock investments. 
Says the Committee of Publicly 
Owned Companies: The very largest, 
mature, established companies clearly 
would benefit from lower taxes on 
dividends. But we are growing con­ 
cerns; we don’t pay big dividends; we 
need capital. 
A consequence of the Treasury 
proposal, the committee suggests, 
might be to- channel funds into 
established, dividend-paying com­ 
panies that normally attract con­ 
servative investors, and deny funds to 
growing 
companies, 
which 
traditionally attract individual risk- 
takers. 
In a position paper just released, the 
committee observes that capital is 
invested in small-and medium-size 
companies “with few exceptions, only 
because of the prospect of capital 
gains” rather than dividend payouts. 
The committee is made up of several 
hundred “second tier” and “third tier” 
companies, so-called to distinguish 
them from the very largest 50 or IOO 
corporations. Sometimes they are 
called “red chip” and “white chip.” 
Such companies long have felt they 
were all but totally ignored by in­ 
stitutional investors, many of whom 
have limited their analyses and in­ 
vestments to the dividend-paying top 
tier only. Smaller companies, they 
say, have been starved for capital, and 
instead have had to raise their debt 


levels. 
Adding to 
enactment 
the problem was the 
of 
the 
Employes 
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Retirement Income Securities Act of 
1974, which called on pension fund 
managers to exercise prudence in 
their investment of retirement funds. 
In the absence of a clear definition, 
prudence was largely interpreted to 
mean a restriction on investments to 
the least risky, mature, dividend- 
paying corporations. Risk-taking 
came to be considered too risky. 
Aaa to inis me problem of inflation, 
which “further adds to the risk of 
waiting for growth to result in capital 
gains,” the committee suggests, and 
the issue becomes one of survival for 
smaller, innovative companies. 
“We may assume that huge, 
prosperous established enterprises 
like General Electric, General Motors 
and AT&T will be able to maintain 
their corporate programs following the 
enactment of the measures under 
consideration. 
“Also, some investors may receive 
additional after-tax current income 
from their investments in the stocks of 
companies of this sort as a result of the 
proposed reduction of the tax burden 
on dividend payments and on top- 
bracket taxpayers. 
“But,” the statement asks, “what 
about the small, entrepreneurial, 
developing companies that do not pay 
dividends or pay only minuscule 
dividends; that have little prospect of 
paying dividends for many years? Who 
will invest in the equity of these 
companies if the ... proposals become 
law?” 
The committee maintains that a 
major weakening of the capital gains 
incentive took place in 1969 when the 
maximum tax rate was increased to 35 
per cent from 25 per cent, resorting in 
these consequences: 
—The 
number 
of 
individual 
shareowners has declined by 6 million. 
—Individual investors have been net 
sellers of $21 billion in equity securities 
since 1970. 
—Only 921 new issues of common 
stock were marketed in the four years 
that ended June 30, 1977, compared 
with 1,792 new issues in 1969 alone. 
The issue, the committee maintains, 
is not just how we tax income, but 
whether we really want to channel the 
nation’s investment funds into large, 
conservative companies at the ex­ 
pense of smaller, growing concerns. 
And related to that are the other 
issues of whether we want to en­ 
courage small investors, risk-taking, 
competition from newer companies, 
economic growth and innovation.

WASHINGTON (AP) - President 
Carter no longer hops off airplanes 
hauling a garment bag, but he 
demonstrated during his recent 
Western swing that campaign habits 
die hard. 
When Carter’s limousine pulled up at 
the Century Plaza Hotel in Los 
Angeles, where he was to spend the 
night, the President headed straight 
for the vehicle’s trunk and removed 
not only a garment bag but also a 
small black suitcase. 
The White House naval aide made a 
serious attempt to unburden his boss, 
but Carter was adamant about serving 
as his own bellman. 
During last year’s campaign, Carter 
and his garment bag sometimes 
seemed inseparable, to the point where 
a Washington society columnist 
suggested that if the American people 
wanted a bellhop in the Oval Office, 
they would elect one. 
Carter subsequently laid down the 
burdens of baggage for the larger ones 
of his new office. Now he customarily 
carries nothing larger than a thin 
briefcase, if that. 
Departing for a recent weekend visit 
to Camp David, Md., however, Amy 
Carter put her father back in the 
baggage handling business. Emerging 
from the White House with a hatbox in 
hand, Amy intercepted her father near 
the ramp of a waiting helicopter and 
thrust the luggage at him. 
While the President stood on the 
lawn, looking bemused, Amy raced off 
toward some White House sedans 
parked 50 yards away. Her Secret 
Service bodyguards gave pursuit. 
In a couple of minutes, Amy 
returned from one of the cars carrying 
her violin. Practice sessions obviously 
are a part of her Camp David routine. 


canvassed reporters aboard Air Force 
One for jokes or one-liners the 
President might consider using in 
addressing an evening fund-raising 
dinner for the Democratic National 
Committee. 
One suggestion was adopted. 
Courtesy of a newsman, Carter was 
able to tell his audience about efforts to 
involve brother Billy in the affairs of 
government. 
“I had it all 
arranged,” 
the 
President reported. ”1 was going to 
reorganize and put the CIA and the 
FBI together. But Billy said he 
wouldn’t head up any agency that he 
couldn’t spell. ...” 


In his Los Angeles talk, Carter said 


he was hopeful the dinner would “raise 
enough money to have my brother 
Billy come out and speak next year.” 
After the laughter subsided, the 
President added, “Billy brings me a 
lot of good publicity, as you well 
know.” 
Carter also poked fun at California 
Gov. Edmund G. (Jerry) Brown, Jr., 
seen by some at the White House as his 
most formidable potential Democratic 
challenger in 1980. 


The President said he had received 
“a personal handwritten letter” from 
Brown inviting him to the $l,000-a- 
plate dinner. 


“I decided to come out here 
anyway,” Carter concluded.

CAMBRIDGE, Ohio (AP) — Water 
collecting in a network of abandoned 
coal mines in Guernsey County will be 
tested over the next 18 months for use 
in a proposed coal conversion facility. 
The Ohio Department of Natural 
Resources said the $116,000 study will 
concentrate on an 18 square-mile area 
between Cambridge and Senecaville. 
The region, known as the Cambridge 
coal field, was mined extensively 
between 1890 and 1935. 
Water collecting in the mines will be 
measured and rates at which the 
shafts refill after being pumped will be 
calculated by the departm ent’s 
division of geological survey. 
The water study coincides with a 
review of the vicinity’s suitability as a 
site for a coal conversion facility, 
where high sulfur coal would be 
converted 
to 
environmentally 
preferred low sulfur coal.

COLUMBUS, Ohio (A P) - Ohio’s 
unemployment compensation trust 
fund withstood the drain of last win­ 
ter’s energy-related job layoffs and 
probably can handle similar problems 
in the upcoming winter, officials say. 
The fund stood at $256 million as of 
Sept. 1, rebuilt to almost exactly the 
same as a year earlier, with in­ 
dications that gradual growth noted in 
recent months will continue. 
William B. Papier, director of the 
research and statistics in the bureau of 
employment 
services, 
says the 
‘ philosophy” of the unemployment 
program is to see that the fund is 
protected. 
“ Employer taxes are increased 
during periods of high employment. 
There’s a built in mechanism that 
keeps the fund sound,” he said. 
Papier cited as an example the 
recession of 1975, when unemployment 
soared in Ohio, particularly in the auto 
and steel industries. The trust fund had 
reached $777 million at the end of 1974, 
after several years of high em­

In The Kitchen 


W ESTER V ILLE. Ohio (A P) - All 
the ingredients for a Halloween mask 
can be found in the kitchen. 
With the prankish season at hand, 
safety officials warn kiddies that the 
masks that make them ghoulish can be 
hazards to their safety. Also, the dark 
costumes that conceal their identity 
can keep them from being seen by 
unwary motorists.

limited only by the imagination of the 
person putting it on. 
Prof. Don Paisley of the theater 
department at OttertJein College says 
shortening mixed with glycerine, flour 
and cornstarch provides an opaque 
base for face makeup. Food coloring 
can be added for solid colors. 
Using that 
in conjunction with 
eyebrow pencils, eye shadow, lipstick 
or face power can fill in all the spaces 
with practically any color in the 
rainbow. 
Any rubber-based adhesive, such as 
rubber cement, can quickly build 
witches warts or facial scars, just like 
professional theatrical makeup.

were paid out than for any other year 
in the history of Ohio," he said. 
L ift winter’s fuel crunch, which 
caused plant shutdowns for short 
periods, never was fully measured in 
terms of job layoffs although officials 
are sure it was substantial. 


During the month from Jan. 17 to 
Feb. 17 — the coldest weeks of the 
winter — new claims totaled about 
187,000. These are believed to have 
included about 73,000 which resulted 
from energy-related factory and 
business shutdowns. They caused an 
increase of about 50 per cent from 
claims filed during the comparable 
period of 1976. 
However, 
Papier explained that 
many shutdowns were for one week or 
less, and that the first week of 
joblessness is not compensible under 
Ohio law. 
Ohio’s unemployment rate fluc­ 
tuated over the past year from 6.7 per 
cent in September 1976 to 6.0 at the end 
of August. However, its February 1977 
rate of 8.6 per cent was the only month 
in which the state figure exceeded the 
national average. 
The state’s unemployment trust fund 
is made up exclusively of employer 
taxes which pay 100 per cent of the 
benefits a worker receives during his 
first 26 weeks of unemployment. 
He might qualify for an additional 13 
weeks if he still has not found a job. 
During the extra period, the federal 
government shares the benefits with 
the trust fund, on a 50-50 basis.

The fund stood at $256 million as of 
Sept. I, rebuilt to almost exactly the 
same as a year earlier, with in­ 
dications that gradual growth noted in 
recent months will continue. 
William B. Papier, director of the 
research and statistics in the bureau of 
employment services, says the 
“ philosophy” of the unemployment 
program is to see that the fund is 
protected. 
“ Employer taxes are increased 
during periods of high employment. 
There’s a built in mechanism that 
keeps the fund sound,” he said. 
Papier cited as an example the 
recession of 1975, when unemployment 
soared in Ohio, particularly in the auto 
and steel industries. The trust fund had 
reached $777 million at the end of 1974, 
after several years of high em­

In The Kitchen 
W ESTERVILLE, Ohio (A P) - AU 
the ingredients for a Halloween mask 
can be found in the kitchen.

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No Fault Insurance Not Without Faults

ED IT O R'S N O TE: Congress is 
considering a bill to require every 
state to implement no-fault auto in­ 
surance meeting minimum federal 
standards. Sixteen states already have 
some sort of no-fault program. But no­ 
fault is NOT without faults. Here, in 
the first of a two-part series on auto 
insurance, is a look at how it’s 
working.

No-fault auto insurance, once 
promoted as a means of cutting costs 
for consumers, has failed to stem the 
tide of soaring 
prem ium s, 
but 
authorities say it has succeeded in its 
main goal of getting benefits into the 
hands of accident victim s more 
quickly. 
“ We consider it a smashing suc­ 
cess,” said W illiam Sheppard, Penn­ 
sylvania insurance com m issioner, 
when asked about his state’s no-fault 
program which took effect Ju ly 19, 
1975. 
“ It has accomplished everything we 
said it would accomplish,” said Jack 
Davies, a Minnesota state senator who 
sponsored a no-fault plan that began 
Jan. 1, 1975. 
“ No-fault is working well,” said 
Kentucky 
Insurance Commissioner 
Harold McGuffey. “ It’s doing the job 
it’s supposed to do — paying more 
people more money and arranging 
quick settlem ents. We have had 
practically no complaints.“ 
At the same time, however, the drive 
for no-fault at the state level has 
stalled. Several states which passed 
no-fault laws early in the 1970s have 
been forced to make major changes. 
President Carter has endorsed the 
concept of a federal no-fault bill, but 
the measures have not gotten beyond 
the hearing stage. 
Premiums, meanwhile, are going 
up. And up. They increased almost 50 
per cent from August 1975 to August 
1977. 
If no-fault is working so well, why 
haven’t more states passed no-fault 
laws? What went wrong with the 
existing ones? Why the delay in 
passing a federal law? And why are 
prices rising? 
The concept 
behind no-fault 
is 
simple: each party in an accident is 
compensated, for medical expenses at 
least, by his own insurance company. 
An individual’s right to sue for further 
damages is lim ited. Expensive court 
cases 
and 
lengthy 
delays 
are 
eliminated. 
Massachusetts became the first 
state in the nation to enact a no-fault 
law. The plan took effect Jan. 1, 1971. 
Since then, 15 other states have passed 
no-fault laws. They are: Colorado, 
Connecticut, 
Flo rid a, 
Georgia, 
Hawaii, Kansaa*. Kentucky. Michigan, 
Minnesota, Nevada, New Jersey, New 
York, North Dakota, Pennsylvania 
and Utah. The most recent law — 
North Dakota’s —-took effect on Jan. 1, 
1976. 
(Eight other states passed laws that 
were described as no-fault, but they 
place no lim itation on the right of an 
accident victim to sue and cannot 
really be counted as part of the no-fault 
system.) 
One reason for the problems with no­ 
fault is a lack of understanding about 
what it can and cannot do. 
No-fault supporters themselves may / 
be partly to blame for the confusion. 
Ron Arnold of State Farm Insurance 
Cos., the nation’s biggest auto insurer, 
said that politicians, eager to get 
support for the concept, appealed to 
people’s pocketbooks.

And property 
damage, according to State Farm , 
accounts for 60 cents of every dollar 
you pay in premiums on a nationwide 
basis. 
Jam es Hunt, director of the State 
Rating Bureau in Massachusetts, said 
bodily injury rates dropped 45 per cent 
from 1970 to 1976. Without no-fault, he 
said, they would have increased 63 per 
cent. 
“ The real proof of our success with 
no-fault is the steady reduction in 
bodily injury insurance rates,” said 
Gov. Michael S. Dukakis, who, as a 
legislator, was a major sponsor of the 
state’s no-fault law. “ Unfortunately, 
the rate reductions for bodily injury 
have been counter-balanced by rates 
for other coverages which have gone 
up about as fast as bodily injury rates 
have come down.” 
Other officials said the rate in­ 
creases would have been even worse 
without no-fault. D r. Jam es C. 
Nicholas, staff director of an ad hoc 
Automobile Insurance Commission in 
Florida, said that the cost of com­ 
m ercial vehicle insurance — which 
rem ained under the conventional 
system — has risen 130 per cent since 
1971. Auto insurance, under no-fault, 
has risen 100 per cent in the same 
period. 
State Farm said a survey showed 
that 
the 
average 
increase 
in 
automobile insurance rates in the 16 
no-fault states from Dec. 31, 1970 
through the end of last year was 24.6 
percent, compared to a nationwide 
average boost of 27.7 percent. 
Authorities also say that while no­ 
fault has eliminated some of the legal 


costs surrounding accidents, the 
savings has been offset by the fact that 
more people are getting benefits since 
they are autom atically paid by their 
own companies. 
A Department of Transportation 
study showed that in Connecticut, an 
estimated 25 per cent more accident 
victim s recover economic losses under 
no-fault than under the traditional 
system. 
“ With this no-fault system, people no 
longer have to worry about beggaring 
themselves to pay for their injuries," 
said Milton Friedm an, counsel to the 
New York State Life Insurance 
Department. “ And people in single-car 
accidents - who never got anything 
under the old law — are also being 
compensated.” 
Gene Glascock, supervising analyst 
for the Colorado Insurance Division, 
said no-fault “ has reallocated funds, 
putting the funds in the hands of the 
injured rather than in the hands of the 
attorneys handling court cases. It 
hasn't really altered the cost to the 
insuring company.” 
One problem with existing nofault 
programs, say officials, is that it is still 
too easy to sue. The laws generally 
allow a person to go to court after 
medical expenses reach a certain 
threshold. In nine states, the threshold 
is $750 or less. In New Jersey, it is only 
$200. 


“ I would guess that with continued 
inflation we would have to look at ... 
the threshold,” said a spokesman for 
the Insurance Department in North 
Dakota, where a victim with medical 
expenses exceeding $1,000 is allowed to 
sue. “ With the increased cost of 
medical services ... the $1,000 figure 
might not be realistic any more,” he 
added. 
State Insurance Commissioner Dick 
Rottman of Nevada, which has a $750 
threshold, said: “ It doesn’t seem to be 
much of a problem for a person to sue, 
even if injured only slightly.” 
To correct the problem, authorities 
are considering raising the dollar 


threshold or eliminating it completely 
as New York and Florida have done 
recently and replacing it with a 
requirement that generally prohibits 
suits unless the accident results in 
death or serious injury.

Young Ballerina Adds New Role 


ED ITO R’S NOTE: Congress is 
considering a bill to require every 
state to implement no-fault auto in­ 
surance meeting minimum federal 
standards. Sixteen states already have 
some sort of no-fault program. But no­ 
fault is NOT without faults. Here, in 
the first of a two-part series on auto 
insurance, is a look at how it’s 
working.

No-fault auto insurance, once 
promoted as a means of cutting costs 
for consumers, has failed to stem the 
tide of soaring premiums, but 
authorities say it has succeeded in its 
main goal of getting benefits into the 
hands of accident victim s more 
quickly. 
“ We consider it a smashing suc­ 
cess,” said William Sheppard, Penn­ 
sylvania insurance commissioner, 
when asked about his state’s no-fault 
program which took effect July 19, 
1975. 
“ It has accomplished everything we 
said it would accomplish,” said Jack 
Davies, a Minnesota state senator who 
sponsored a no-fault plan that began 
Jan. I, 1975. 
“ No-fault is working well,” said 
Kentucky Insurance Commissioner 
Harold McGuffey. “ It’s doing the job 
it’s supposed to do — paying more 
people more money and arranging 
quick settlements. We have had 
practically no complaints.” 
At the same time, however, the drive 
for no-fault at the state level has 
stalled. Several states which passed 
no-fault laws early in the 1970s have 
been forced to make major changes. 
President Carter has endorsed the 
concept of a federal no-fault bill, but 
the measures have not gotten beyond 
the hearing stage. 
Premiums, meanwhile, are going 
up. And up. They increased almost 50 
per cent from August 1975 to August 
1977. 
If no-fault is working so well, why 
haven’t more states passed no-fault 
laws? What went wrong with the 
existing ones? Why the delay in 
passing a federal law? And why are 
prices rising? 
The concept behind no-fault is 
simple: each party in an accident is 
compensated, for medical expenses at 
least, by his own insurance company. 
An individual’s right to sue for further 
damages is limited. Expensive court 
cases and lengthy delays 
are 
eliminated. 
Massachusetts became the first 
state in the nation to enact a no-fault 
law. The plan took effect Jan. 1,1971. 
Since then, 15 other states have passed 
no-fault laws. They are: Colorado, 
Connecticut, 
Florida, 
Georgia, 
Hawaii', Kansan Kentucky, Michigan, 
Minnesota, Nevada, New Jersey, New 
York, North Dakota, Pennsylvania 
and Utah. The most recent law —

NEW YORK (AP) - Norm Dru cker, 
the Nation al Basketball Association ’s 
n ew su perv isor of officials, say s he 
fav ors u sin g three-man crews to 
referee NBA games. 
“The way the game of profession al 
basketball has chan ged, it really 
behoov es the leagu e to take a hard look 
at it this y ear,” Dru cker said of the 
switch from two referees a game to 
three, somethin g a few college con ­ 
feren ces will be ex perimen tin g with 
this season bu t which has n ev er been 
tried by the NBA. 
“The game has speeded itself u p, bu t 
the referees hav en ’t kept pace. 
Football wen t from two or three of­ 
ficials to six . Baseball started with 
two, then wen t to three, n ow has fou r 
an d in the World Series has six . 
Basketball is gettin g to that poin t. 
“I like three-man crews from a 
techn ical stan dpoin t,” Dru cker added 
in an in terv iew at NBA headqu arters 
here. “It’s easier to cov er the complete 
floor. There wou ld be other problems 
— person alities an d thin gs of that 
n atu re — bu t I thin k ov er-all, for 
gettin g the best job don e, three 
referees wou ld help.” 
Dru cker, who join ed the NBA as a 
referee a qu arter-cen tu ry ago an d last 
mon th su cceeded the retired John 
Nu catola as su perv isor of officials, 
say s he also fav ors some sort of n o 
fou l-ou t ru le. 
“The n o fou l-ou t ru le in the ABA was 
my idea,” said Dru cker, who refereed 
for sev en y ears in the American 
Basketball Association — also dou bled 
as su perv isor of officials part of that 
time — before rejoin in g the NBA last 
y ear. 
Un der the presen t NBA ru le, a 
play er mu st leav e the game after 
committin g his six th person al fou l. In 
the ABA, if a play er committed six 
fou ls he was permitted to remain in the 
game, bu t after each su bsequ en t fou l 
he committed, the other team receiv ed 
possession of the ball as well as its free 
throws. 
“I thin k that pen alty is too sev ere,” 
said Dru cker. “That cou ld mean a fiv e 
or six -poin t play , an d n ot too man y 
coaches are goin g to keep a play er in 
u n der those con dition s. 
“There’s a school that thin ks if a 
play er is that poor an d fou ls that 
mu ch, he shou ld be pen alized. I really 
don ’t thin k so. I thin k whether he play s 
or n ot shou ld be a coach’s decision . It’s 
like say in g if a shortstop makes fou r 
errors, he has to leav e the game. If 
he’s makin g fou r errors, he’s hu rtin g 


We are both ou t of Alabama. We hav e 
the same bu sin ess man ager (Jimmy 
Walsh). We came u p with the same pro 
team. We are both qu arterbacks an d 
both bachelors. 
“Bu t he is Joe Namath an d I am

NEW YORK (AP) — Norm Drucker, 
the National Basketball Association’s 
new supervisor of officials, says he 
favors using three-man crews to 
referee NBA games. 
"The way the game of professional 
basketball ha^ .changed, it really 
behooves the league to take a hard look 
at it this year,” Drucker said of the 
switch from two referees a game to 
three, something a few college con­ 
ferences will be experimenting with 
this season but which has never been 
tried by the NBA. 
"The game has speeded itself up, but 
the referees haven’t kept pace. 
Football went from two or three of­ 
ficials to six. Baseball started with 
two, then went to three, now has four 
and in the World Scries has six.

referees would help.” 
Drucker, who joined the NBA as a 
referee a quarter-century ago and last 
month succeeded the retired John 
Nucatola as supervisor of officials, 
says he also favors some sort of no 
foul-out rule. 
"The no foul-out rule in the ABA was 
my idea,” said Drucker, who refereed 
for seven years in the American 
Basketball Association — also doubled 
as supervisor of officials part of that 
time — before rejoining the NBA last 
year. 
Under the present NBA rule, a 
player must leave the game after 
committing his sixth personal foul. In 
the ABA, if a player committed six 
fouls he was permitted to remain in the 
game, but after each subsequent foul 
he committed, the other team received 
possession of the ball as well as its free 
throws. 
"I think that penalty is too severe,” 
said Drucker. "That could mean a five 
or six-point play, and not too many 
coaches are going to keep a player in 
under those conditions. 
"There’s a school that thinks if a 
player is that poor and fouls that 
much, he should be penalized. I really 
don’t think so. I think whether he plays 
or not should be a coach’s decision. It’s 
like saying if a shortstop makes four

CINCINNATI (A P) — Any attempt 
to push an "encyclopedic” tax reform 
package w ill meet with failure, 
predicts the chairman of the board of 
General Electric. 
“ Our advice has been that if you 
come up with a reform package that’s 
too comprehensive, the Congress is 
going to grow impatient and simply 
pass a tax cut without reform,” said 
Re^nald H, Jones during a press 
conference prior to a meeting of the 
company's share owners here. 
“ Our suggestion for a tax package is 
to bore in on two or three reforms." 
He called on the President to initiate 
a tax cut for individuals of about $15 
billon and a $7 billion to $8 billion tax 
cut for corporations to help offset the 
impact of inflation on businesses. 


During his talk to shareholders, 
Jones also called for shorter capital 
recovery periods, immediate write­ 
offs on pollution control expenditures 
and broader applicability on the in­ 
vestment tax credit, 
A tax cut about the middle of the 
year would “ put the onus on 
Congress," Jones said, and would 
provide relief for an economy which is 
not “ reaching its potential." 
“ Our analysts believe that the 
growth pattern does not mean that we 
are headed for a recession, but that it 
is not reaching its potential," the GE 
official said. 
Jones said business had acquired a 
valuable ally in Secretary of the 
Treasury Michael Blumental “ who has 
been very understanding of the 
problems of business." 
“ We were having difficulty getting 
directly to the President," said Jones. 
“ That is why we were pleased when he 
recently invited a group of business 
leaders to the White House. 
“ We’re hopeful that we’ll be able to 
increase the dialogue with the 
President, but meanwhile we’re 
pleased that Secretary Blumental has 
taken on the job of representing us," 
Jones said. 
Jones said the President’s decision 
not to go ahead with the B-l bomber 
would have little immediate effect on 
employment 
at 
the 
company’s 
Evendale plant near here. 
The plant was to supply the F101 
engines for the plane. 


“ When you look into the 1980s, 
however, we had fond hopes that the B- 
1 would make significant contributions 
to earnings and employment levels,” 
Jones said. 
We’re not writing off the F101 at this 
stage. It’s too early to say if there are 
other applications for the engine." 
Among other topics discussed by the 
G E executive was the concern about 
foreign imports, particularly ir. steel. 
“ The steel industry has been the 
whipping boy for Washington for a long 
time,” Jones said. 
The GE President said steel com­

CINCINNATI (AP) — Any attempt 
to push an “encyclopedic” tax reform 
package will meet with failure, 
predicts the chairman of the board of 
General Electric. 
“Our advice has been that if you 
come up with a reform package that’s 
too comprehensive, the Congress is 
going to grow impatient and simply 
pass a tax cut without reform,” said 
Reginald H. Jones during a press 
conference prior to a meeting of the 
company’s share owners here. 
“Our suggestion for a tax package is 
to bore in on two or three reforms.” 
He called on the President to initiate 
a tax cut for individuals of about $15 
billon and a $7 billion to $8 billion tax 
cut for corporations to help offset the 
impact of inflation on businesses. 


During his talk to shareholders, 
Jones also called for shorter capital 
recovery periods, immediate write­ 
offs on pollution control expenditures 
and broader applicability on the in­ 
vestment tax credit. 
A tax cut about the middle of the 
year would “ put the onus on 
Congress,” Jones said, and would 
provide relief for an economy which is 
not “reaching its potential.” 
“Our analysts believe that the 
growth pattern does not mean that we 
are headed for a recession, but that it 
is not reaching its potential,” the GE 
official said. 
Jones said business had acquired a 
valuable ally in Secretary of the 
Treasury Michael Blumental “who has 
been very understanding of the 
problems of business.” 
“We were having difficulty getting 
directly to the President,” said Jones.

And the noted 
actor John Houseman was 
hired to host it, to explain 
each chapter’s significance. 
All this care is mighty 
admirable. 
But honest to Pete, the first 
half of tonight’s two-hour 
opener struck me as so 
deadly dull it seemed wise to 
skip Hour Two, lest that one 
cause the mortal sin of 
snoring in the screening 
room. 
Loring Mandel, one of six 
writers 
doing 
various 
episodes of the series, wrote 
the premiere, which wanders 
back and forth from family to 
family, introducing them and 
getting their crises under 
way.

In the last few weeks much has beenl 
said and printed about schools closing 
in Ohio because of lade of operating 
funds. This is understandable because 
of the many mandates by the state and 
the ever rising costs of materials and 
supplies used by the schools.

Castro said the United States is 
encouraging terrorism aimed at Cuba 
by exiles. He said the U.S. government 
is aware of activities against Cuba 
conducted by CIA-trained terrorists. 
He also called the U.S. Navy base at 
Guantanamo Bay “ an instrument of 
humiliation” and said the Unit* 4 
StatM should leave foreign bases it 
occupies against the w ill of the people. 
Castro said be planned to release no 
more U.S. political prisoners from 
Cuban jails, but added that lifting the 
U A economic embargo against Cuba 
“ would facilitate further releases.” 
But Castro said he doesn’t expect 
relations to improve dramatically 
overnight. 
“ After 17 years of confrontation and 
bad relations,” said Castro, “the 
situation cannot be changed in a few 
month* 
“ The UJS. government needs time. I 
believe there are various problems the 
U A administration faces, such as the 
treaty with Panama. Time is not 
important because we have totally 
consolidated ourselves. 
He said be doesn’t consider the 
United States a potential threat “ as 
long as President Carter’s policy is 
maintained. 
“ But the United Slates,” he added, 
“ is a powerful country. It has adopted 
different policies at different times. It 
is potentially a danger,” Castro added.

“ A little democratic subsociety. ’ 
That is how a judge recently 
described the owners of units in a 
condominium. He pointed out that just 
as in the larger community, they give 
up some of their freedom in exchange 
for the advantages of group living. 
How much freedom do they lose? 
Generally speaking, the board of 
directors has the power to make 
“ house rules.” Within reason, these 
rules are enforceable by law, even 
though individual owners may not like 
them. For example: 
The board of one condominium voted 
to exclude 
all liquor from 
the 
clubhouse. One of the owners objected 
in court, arguing that liquor had not 
been causing any problems. 
But the court upheld the board’s 
action. Pointing out that restrictions 
on drinking are widespread, the court 
said: 
“ There is nothing unusual about a 
group of people electing to prohibit 
(liquor) in commonly owned areas.” ' 
In another case the by-laws 
authorized the directors to make 
improvements up to the amount of 
$5,000. Over the protests of several 
owners, the board decided to spend 
$500 for a new basketball court. 
Again, a court found this within the 
scope of the board’s discretion, or­ 
dering all the owners to pay their 
share. 
Still, there are limits. In another 
condominium the board, worried about 
noise, decreed that there should be no 
play of music after eight p.m. — in­ 
cluding weekends. 
But a court said this was going too 
far. Noting that such a rule could apply 
even to radio and television, the court 
said this was just too much in­ 
terference in the private lives of the 
owners.

Meets In Marathon Session 


The Pickaway Cou nty Board of 
Health discu ssed the bu ilding freeze in 
the Village of Williamsport with 
v illage officials Tu esday in a meeting 
lasting nearly three hou rs. 
The officials said it wou ld probably 
be a y ear after a bid was approv ed 
before the sewage sy stem cou ld be pu t 
into operation. Bids are to be opened 
Nov . 9. 
The discu ssion centered on what the 
v illage cou ncil and cou nty board of 
health cou ld do to enforce the denial of 
v ariances to residents of the v illage. 
Hu gh Barnhill said the Ohio Rev ised 
Code prov ides penalties for v iolations. 
Compou nding the problem, thou gh, is 
the fact that the v illage of William­ 
sport has no zoning regu lations and the 
v illage pu blic u tilities board installed 
water lines into homes installed in the 
v illage after the freeze. 
The problem has arisen with mobile 
homes and modu lar homes that can go 
u p in one to three day s time. 
No constru ction of hou ses has taken 
place in Williamsport howev er, since 
the freeze began. 
The board then heard from Pau l Cox 
and his attorney . Cox owns the triangle 
of land bou nd by Rou te 22 West, Mill 
Road and Canal Road. 
A cease and desist order was giv en 
to Pau l Cox to improv e or pu t in a new 
sewage sy stem for the trailer park and 


restau rant. The reason was du e to 
sewage and standing water on his 
parking lot, Barnhill said. 
According to Barnhill the parking lot 
cov ers a sewage sy stem consisting of a 
septic tank and leaching wells. The low 
area takes drainage off of Cox ’s 
restau rant and the adjacent mobile 
home park and the roads. Barnhill said 
the sy stem was bu ilt y ears ago and 
that the area has grown bu t that the 
sewage capacity has remained the 
same. 
Cox said he felt that the sewage 
sy stem was adeq u ate, particu larly 
now that he has installed 16 tons of 
grav el to help remedy the problem 
du ring the su mmer. 
There is still standing water which 
Cox and his attorney said is du e to the 
storm sewer. “The storm sewer has 
got to be repaired,” the attorney said. 
Despite repeated req u ests for action 
from 
Cou nty 
Engineer 
Henry 
McCrady ’s office there has been no 
response, Cox said. 
Barnhill said the only complaint 
receiv ed after the grav el was installed 
was receiv ed by the cou nty prosecu tor 
Barnhill said, “I think the storm 
sewer needs to be cleaned ou t." 
The board is going to req u est a 
meeting with the cou nty engineer to 
discu ss the problem. The board feels

The Berger Hospital Board of 
Gov ernors met in regu lar session 
Wednesday ev ening in the Gu ild room 
of the hospital. 
The first item of bu siness on the 
agenda was the reading and approv al 
of the minu tes of the Board of 
Gov ernors and Board of Com­ 
missioners meetings of Sept. 28. 
The nex t part of the agenda dealt 
with financial concerns of the Board. 
Board members ex pressed concern 
with the situ ation regarding accou nts 
receiv able at the hospital. While noting 
that this was the only piece of the 
financial pictu re that wasn’t good, 
Administrator Charles Rideou t ad­ 
mitted that the hospital was hav ing 
problems collecting money from bills. 
New procedu res in billing in the 
bu siness office hav e been im­ 
plemented and the Board discu ssed 
what impact the new data processing 
sy stem will hav e on the accou nts 
receiv able situ ation. Any effects of 
the new sy stem might not be felt for 
sev eral months. Rideou t stated that 
the administration will start deter­ 
mining when a patient enters the 
hospital, how that patient’s bill can be 
collected, whether by welfare, a third 
party pay er, or some other means. 
In pther financial matters, the Board 
mov ed to pay an architect’s bill on the 
design of the new bed section of the 
hospital. They also discu ssed a 
possible rate increase. Rideou t noted 
that it has been two fu ll y ears since the 
hospital rates hav e been increased 
Rideou t informed the Board that 
constru ction was to start last week on 
the new section, bu t that it will 
probably start this week. The Board 
agreed to hold a grou ndbreaking 
ceremony on Nov ember 10 at 2 p.m. 
Rideou t informed the Board that the 
Joint Commission of Accreditation for 
Hospitals su rv ey held at Berger 
Hospital October 11 went well for the 
most part. “The problem areas were 
ones that we ex pected,” stated 
maeou i. "inings su cn as non­ 
conformity in the bu ilding were ex ­ 
pected. We can only ex pect a y ear’s 
accreditation at a time u ntil we get 
into the new bu ilding,” he said. 


The J.C.A.H. also su ggested new 
way s of minu tes of meetings within the 
hospital and also new methods of 
au diting books to giv e a clearer 
financial pictu re of serv ices rendered 
by the hospital. The organization also 
praised the hospital’s relationship with 
the commu nity and the local news 


media. 
Rideou t in tu rn commended the 
medical staff of Berger Hospital for 
their 
ou tstanding 
work 
and 
cooperation display ed in the past two 
y ears. 
I.D. patches and badges are in and 
will soon be passed ou t to the staff in 
the nex t few weeks. 
The Board discu ssed entering into a 
working agreement with the Cir- 
clev ille Emergency Medical Serv ices, 
whereby members of the CEMT will be 
permitted to observ e phy sicians ad­ 
ministering to patients only while the 
members of the CEMT are on du ty . 
The agreement will be in effect for 
only two months, and at the end of that 
time it wou ld be decided whether to 
continu e the working agreement or 
modify it in some way . 
Under the agreement, according to 
Rideou t, any phy sician not desiring 
EMT members to observ e his work 
with patients cou ld so indicate his 
wish to hospital au thorities and that 
wish wou ld be honored. A patient not 
wishing to be observ ed by the CEMT 
cou ld so indicate by signing a card on 
his admission to the hospital. 
The Board also discu ssed the pu r­ 
chase of Christmas gifts for hospital 
employ ees this y ear. A booklet will be 
av ailable for employ ees to pick a gift 
from. They will send in an order form, 
and the gift will be mailed to them. The 
Board agreed that with the large 
nu mber of gifts to be pu rchased, this 
wou ld u ndou btedly be the most ef­ 
ficient conv enient way for both the 
Board and the employ ees concerned. 
The Board noted that becau se of the 
Thanksgiv ing holiday nex t month, the 
Board meeting was set for the fifth 
Wednesday in Nov ember.

The Pickaway County Board of 
Health discussed the building freeze in 
the Village of Williamsport with 
village officials Tuesday in a meeting 
lasting nearly three hours. 
The officials said it would probably 
be a year after a bid was approved 
before the sewage system could be put 
into operation.
